BOSTON, .Mass., July 7.—Mrs. Ella 
Flagg Young, of Chicago, defeated Z. X. 
Snyder, principal of the Colorado State 
Norma! School, for president of the Na- 
tional Education Association today by a 
vote of 617 to 376, the question of the 
substitution of Mrs. Young’s name for 
Snyder’s in the report of the committee 
cn nominations. 

Several motions were made by Mrs. 
Young's adherents to eliminate her from 
the Tist of vice-presidents in the ma- 
jority report and finally R. M. Hitch. of 
jChicago formally presented. Mrs.. Young's 
resignation for the nomination for vice- 
president. 

Miss @race Strachan of New York 
spoke at length in defense of the cam- 
paign for Mrs. Young. She said wo%- 
en had to enter politics. 

Twelve tellers were appointed to take 
the vote om substituting the minority 
report for that of the majority. 

Mrs. Young is the first woman to be 
elected to the presidency of the great 
association as she is the first woman to 
occupy the position of superintendent of 
the Chicago public schools. She was 
vigorously opposed in the educational 
convention and her victory was snatched 
from defeat when her foes had won a 
tactical victory over her friends. 


Women Dared to Do. 
The men of the convention had com- 


bined against Mrs. Young. While it 
appeared that the women would have 
sufficient strength to eiect her in spite 
of the men, it was said by the leaders 
of the opposition that the women teach- 
ers would not dare to push their ad- 
vantage as it might disrupt the organi- 
zation. The developments indicated that 
the women teachers were determined to 
elect Mrs. Young first and take care 
of any possible disruption afterward. 

Ben Blewitt of St. Louis had been 
considered favorably by the nominating 
committee.. Mr. Blewitt withdrew and 
united his voting strength with other 
candidates to defeat Mrs. Young. His 
allies were M. G. Brumbaugh of Phila- 
delphia, John H. Phillips of Birming- 
ham, President Swain of Swarthmore 
College and Elmer E. Brown, eommis- 
sioner of education. These forces de- 
cided upon Snyder as their candidate to 
oppose [I!frs. Young. 

Victory Causes Excitement. 

When the committee on nominations 
met this morning they gave Snyder 24 
votes and Mrs. Young, his nearest com- 
petitor\ received 19 votes. 

The committee split .and the two re- 
ports were prepared for the convention. 
The majority report called for the elec. 
tion of Snyder and of Mrs. Young as 
one of the vice-presidents. The minor- 
ity report advocated the election of the 
Chicago woman as president. 

There was excitement in the old South 
Church when the committee returneq 
to make its report. It was immediate- 
ly suggested that the minority report be 
substituted for the majority report. 
When the decision was announced, giy- 
ing Mrs. Young the honor her frienas 
had so earnestly striven to win for her, 
there was a great fluttering of handker 
chiefs, a patter of hands and cheers 
that had a distinct note of trlumph in 
them from the women. 

Elia Flagg Young is 5 years old. She 
began teaching in Chicago in 1862 at a 
salary of $2% a month. She became 
widely known 4&8 an educator and her 
work in ee normal school of Cook 
County, Ill., so developed her executive 
talents that there was no great surprise 
manifested when she was made super- 
intendent of schools of the city of Chi- 
cago in 1909. In that capacity she rules 
290,000 children, controls the destinies of 
property valued at $50,000,000 ana re- 
oe a salary of $10,000 a year.

Mr. Koehler was 70 years old and 
had suffered with heart trouble for 
years. He suffered a similar attack 
three years ago in London, England, 
but rallied. No arrangements have 
been made for bringing back the body 
or for the funeral. 

Mr. Koehler was born in Hanover, 
Germany, May 17, 1840, was educated in 
the public schools there, and was mar- 
ried in St. Louisy to Josephine Junge 
Feb. 41, 1862. The children were Ellie 
Amelia, now Mrs. Rudolph Limburg; 
Tillie, Julius Hy and Annie. 

Koehler eame to America in 1658 and 
worked “for:-a time in. his 
brewery at Fort Mc iison, To., 
other brewerles. 

He served three years during the 
Civil War in the Third Missouri 
Militia and retired with the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel. 

In 1874 he came to St. Louis and 
took over his brother’s brewery here, 
known as the Excelsior. Nine years 
later he bought the old Uhrig Brew- 
ery. He sold this and in 1892 joined 
in the organization of the Columbia 
Brewing Co. 

Koehler was also vice-president of

the Tennessee Brewing Co. at Mem- 


phis. He was a Republican, but did 
not take an active interest in poli-‘ 
tics; a member of the Liederkranz, of 
the Turn Verein Club and of other 
German organizations, and was Cath- 
olic in religion. He made his home 
for many years at 1104 Dillon street. 
He was fond of hunting, fishing and 
other out-of-door sports.

When the Government officials broke 
in on Sing at 2:30 4. m. Thursday, they 
found him in. the kitchen bending over 
a huge boiling pot, the contents of 
which he was stirring. 

The “Gravy” Was Hop. 

Reluctantly Patrolmen O’Keefe and 
Votaw assisted in thewaid. They could 
hardly make up their minds that what 
they for years had considered’ gravy 
was, as the revenue agents termed it, 
‘thop.”’ 

After seizing the five-gallon pot over 
which Sing was working, the officers 
took charge of two 10-gallon pots, 12 
two-pound cans of genuine gum opium, 
a 2%-pound sack of ‘‘Hinshee,’”’ which 
is the Chinese name for the sediment 
of smoked opium, two smaller sacks of 
‘“‘Hinshee,”’ a quantity of peasoning 
leaves and about one hundred cards of 
‘“thop,”” Sing’s finished product. 

Sing and his opium making outfit 
were taken to Central District Po- 
lice Station. John Thomas, a negro 
porter, who was in the employ of 
Sing, also was arrested. 

The Government men say Sing has 
made a fortune in the manufacture 
of “hop.” He scraped the leavings 
from smoked opium, boiled it down 
tc a paste, seasoned it with the leaves 
of the opium plant and then mixed it 
with a small portion of genuine 
opium. Thus he was able to increase 
the real article to a much larger 
quantity of “hop.” 


JUDGE WARNS WOMEN AGAINST 
MEN WHO WISH TO WED THEM 
ONLY IN “THE SIGHT QF GOD” 


Declares Ulterior Motives Cloak 
Proposals for Many Com- 


mon-Law Marriages. 


Judge Shields gave judicial warning 
against the perfidy ef men who enter 
upon common-law marriages Thursday, 
in the case wherein Bertha Williams 
sought to recover $2000 worth of real 
estate from Mrs. Ella A. Williams, 
mother of Walter J. Williams. 

Williams died last September, soon 
after transferring the property to his 
mother. The suit set forth that Ber- 
tha Williams was his wife under the 
common law, and was entitled to the 
real estate because he had told her they 
were “married in the sight of God.” 

“When a man begins tO prate to a 
woman about being married in the sight 
of God,’ said Judge Shields, in dismiss- 
ing the sult, “she may know well he 
is but seeking a cloak for his lust. 
God does not sanction evil. 

“If women persist in relying on such 
protestations, when the law affords 
every facility for regular, decent and 
orderly marriage, then it behooves the 
court te be exceedingly careful in de- 
claring a woman a common-law wife 
unless she complies with all the rules 
laid down by the Supreme Court.” 

The Supreme Court’ recognizes the 
validity of common-law marriages only 
when there is a verbal or written agree- 
ment in the presence of witnesses. 











Were Filed. 





Sympathetic remarks of friends after 
the death of Patrolman John B. Derby 
first informed his widow, Mrs. Nellie 
Derby, that he had been under charges 
in the Police Relief fund inquiry. He 


is belleved to have died in ignorance 
of the charges. 

“It's a pity,” sald a caller at the 
Derby home, 2518A St. Louls avenue, 
Thursday morning, “that your husband 
couldn’t have lived to prove he was in- 
nogent of the’ charges. All his~friends 
relieved he was innocent.” 

“What charges?’ asked the startled 
widow. ‘“‘My husband’in that relief fund 
scandal? Why, I never heard of it be- 
fore. I won't believe it.” 

After inquiries from others had con- 
vinced her that the bad news was true, 
she explained how she had remained 
in ignorance of the matter, although her 
husband's name had been published with 
the rest. 

Husband Did Not Talk of Trouble. 

“My husband never. taiked police 
business at home,’ said Mrs. Derby. “I 
knew he was 4# man who did right, and 
l never asked him savout the rellef fund 
trouble, for I never imagined he had 
anything to do with it—and I don’t be- 
eve now that he did. 

“He didn’t sey anytning to me ubout 
the fund trouble, and I didn’t happen 
to see the papers the day his name wes 
ciinted. If the children heard about 
it they never told me.” 

Derby died at St. Mary's Infirmary 
Wednes“tay nigh’ {[roin ulceration of 
the stomach. He had been a member of 
the force for more than 15 years, and 
nad for the greater part of that time 
dcne special duty in plain oamthes. He 
hid been fer fiv’ years at the North 
Market Street Station, a’*.! had for six 
months past worn a uniform. 

Under Charges for a Week. 

He was placed under charges with 
12 others a week ago, but was not sus- 
pended. As he was in the hospital at 
the time, the charges were t served 
on him, and it is believed that know- 
ledge of the matter was kept from him. 
The charges were of unbecoming con- 
duct in accepting ‘‘expense’’ money dur- 
ing relief association benefit entertain- 
ments. 

Derby had four children, the oldest 
a boy of 16 years, the youngest ‘a girl 
of 18 months. His widow will be en- 
titled to the death benefit of $2000 from 
tle relief fund. His funeral will be 
held Saturday morning from Sacred 
Heart Church, with burial in Calvary 
Cemetery.

“Tl am getting many letters of. inquiry 
from stockholders,’’ said Crawford to @ 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “It seems ‘hat 
some of them are not yet aware that, 
the Continental and International com- 
panies are in receiverships. The ™ma- 
jority of them live out in the back- 
woods. The inquiries are written on 
soiled druggists’ and grocers’ bills, and 
are dated from some rustic cross-roads. 

“They ask with pathetic anxiety about 
the condition of affairs in the com- 
panies, and beg me to see that they 
get back dollar for dollar on what they 
invested.’’ 

Crawford was asked what percentage 
of their investments the stockholders 
would recover. The receiver threw up 
his hands with a gesture of hopeless- 
ness. 

“The bankers who bought stock are 
keeping still,” said one official who 
has been connected with the receiver- 
ship proceedings. “They don’t want 
their neighbors to know the concerns 
are in difficulties. Most of the bankers 
got cut-rate prices on the stock they 
bought, for ‘influential and firrancial 
reasons,’ as the promoters ‘put it. This 
meant that the bankers were to act 
as agents in their communities and sell 
the stock to their neighbors and deposi- 
tors. 

Gave Deposits for Stock. 

‘Many of these country financiers 
saved their own skins by giving deposit 
books to the promoters in return for 
stock. The deposits were not to be 
checked against except under certain 
conditions. These were that the com- 
panies should be licensed and writing 
insurance before the bankers should be 
called upon to pay real cash for their 
stock. 
“But the bankers took real money 
from their neighbors and fellow church 
members for the stock, and we shall 
hear nothing from the former until the 
very last moment.” 

Centingent Funds in Assets, 
The Continental has an account of 
$1200 in the Third National Bank, and 
the International possesses accounts of 
$265.85 in the Mechanics-American Bank 
and $3.80 in the American TtTtust Co., 
Judge Reynolds stated Thursday. Ac- 
cording to Receiver Crawford of the In- 
ternational, Coudrey and Harry B. 
Gardner, secretary of the companies, 
drew upon the International acounts as 
if the deposits were their own. 
Crawford, who is Coudrey’s brother-in- 
law, says that the American Trust ac- 
count originall, amounted to. $15,003.50, 
but the politician checked against it for 
a total of $15,000, withdrawing most of 
the money since severing connection 
with the companies. 

Coudrey declares the money was his

GARDNER OWED. 
MONEY TO WIFE 
AND HIS BROTHER 


Their Claims for $27,864.14. 
Figured in Insurance Man’s 
Bankruptcy. 











It was learned by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Thursday that of the $38,590.14 
liabilities upon which Harry B. Gard- 
ner permitted himself to be adjudged 
an “involuntary bankrupt,”’ $27,866.24 is 
on notes held by his wife, his brother 
and his former stenographer. 

Among his debts listed in the court 
schedule is a note to Mrs. Mary A. 
Gardner for $17,865.24; a debt to his 
brother, James P. Gardner, for $9000; 
and a debt to Miss Hattie Benzel, un- 
til recently Gardner's stenographer, for 
$1000. 

A statement on the bankruptcy peti- 
tion was made by Mrs. Gardner in an 
interview with a Post-Dispatch reporter 
on July 2. She said that she and her 
husband proposed to hold everything 
in their possession, and added: 

“Why, every way my husband turned 
they came after him. He owed me 
money and I couldn’t afford to lose it, 
so we just had to declare him a bank- 
rupt.”’ 

Did Not Actively Oppose Suit, 

Although Gardner filed a reply, alleg- 
ing that his assets were $146,064.25, he 
did not actively oppose the suit, in 
which he was declared a bankrupt on 
Sept. 8, 1908, by Judge D. P. Dyer. The 
distribution of his assets has not yet 
been made. 

Besides the liabilities already listed, 
Gardner owed small sums to servants, 
department stores, men’s’ furnishing 
shops, physician’s fees and commissions 
on realty deals. 

Unless a suit now pending before Cir- 
cult Judge Williams is adjudicated in 
Gardner’s favor, his assets scheduled in 
the bankruptcy proceedings are not 
worth five cents, according to Attorney 
Henry W. Femmer, the trustee in bank- 
ruptcy. 

Disputed Claim as Asset, 

“There are no assets of substantial 
value in the Gardner bankruptcy pro- 
ceeding,’’ Attorney Femmer told the 
Post-Dispatch, “unless there is some- 
thing in the suit of Joseph Gerardi, 
formerly of the Grand Avenue Hotel, 
who is suing to recover money alleged 
to be due him from a realty deal in 
which Gerardi and Gardner were inter- 
ested. 


“Gardner has a counter claim of 
$90,000 against Gerardi. This claim 
grew out of the Monarch Realty and 
Building Co, deal, which has been in 
the courts since 1906. Gardner and 
Gerardi agreed to enter the hotel 
business. Gardner was to promote 
the project and Gerardi was to oper- 
ate the hostelry. 


“A site was to be Purchased and 
over it a controversy arose. Gerardi 
claims he gave Gardner money to 
purchase the site. Gardner main- 
tained the money was Biven in part 
payment of stock in the Monarch 
Building Co., the concern that was 
to build the hotel. The balance in 
payment of this stock is listea as an 
asset in the bankruptcy proceeding 
which cannot be closed until the case 
in the Circuit Court igs decided.” 


Has Bought Two Aut 

That Gardner has been cutieaiae suc- | 
cessful as a money maker during his 
bankruptcy is shown by his schedule 
of personal returns to ‘the court.

Dolan is accused of having appropriat- 
ed $75 turned back to the fund by Pa- 
trolmen John Hutton and T J. Finan, 
while he was serving as district colle:- 
tor. They had received the money as a 
sick relief benefit and had returned it 
when they found that their pay had 
continued during their illness. He is 
also charged, in another indictment, 
with having forged the name of Patrol- 
man James Gahen, in a similar case, 
to get $7.50 which Gahen was trying to 
restore to the association. 

Indicted Men Make Denials. 

The indicted men, on learning of the 
charges, all made denials. Dunigan 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter: “Its 
a put-up job. They wanted me to turn 
State’s evidence, but I didn’t know of 
any stealing -and I told them so. i! 
wonldn't back up anything that fellow 
Healy says. He is trying to convVict in- 
rocent men to free himself. But they 
can’t prove that I ever stole a penny.’’ 

Healy, it is believed, has succeeded 
in his role as “goat,” in convincing the 
Police Board and the Circuit Attorroy 
that he was helpless in the hands of 
other officers of the relief association. 

The men were arrested at their homes 
Wednesday night, and on being taken 
to Police Headquarters were allowed to 
sit in Chief Smith’s office instead of 
being placed in cells while their bonds 
were being arranged. The bonds were 
furnished, $2000 in Dolan’s case and $1500 
for each of the others. 

Their expressions about Healy, as they 
left the headquarters building, were in 
marked contrast to the praise bestowed 
on him in a letter written by Sergt. 
Tom Conlon and read to the Board dur- 
ing the hearing of charges Wednesday 
afternoon.

“No law exists to prevent the con- 
vention from: indorsing Folk for Presi- 
dent. we intend to get the indorse- 
ment and it will be a matter of regret 
if we are forced to make a bitter fight 
sor the resolution. 

‘Tt is Gov. Folk’s plan to spend the 
greater part of September and October 
in the Missouri campaign and with the 
tndorsement of Folk for President we 
should go before the voters in Novem- 
ber with a solid, harmonious “party. 

“IJ found Folk sentiment strong in 
the Hast. While I was in, Boston I re- 
ceived calls from Mayor Fitzgérald, 
George Fred Williams, the Bryan lead- 
er, the chairman of the Democratic City 
Committee and many other leaders. 
They all expressed themselves as 
friendly to Gov. Folk.

But as soon as the learned one pro- 


‘pounds his plan his voice is drowned in 


a furious storm of indignant censure. 
‘Life of any kind,” he is told, “‘is 
worth preserving, no matter how de- 
cadent it may be.’’ 

And yet we are polsoning hundreds 
of bables of the poor every day. If 
the life of one whose work is done, who 
has no purpose left, who is helpless and 
whose hope is all behind, is so im- 
portant, what muat be though of the 
wanton slaughter of infants with cheap, 
poisonous preparationg that pass by the 
name of milk? 

Death Not Inflicted Painlessly. 

Even those who would kill very old 
men and women would have it done 
painlessly and in a spirit of charity. But 
that is not the way the babies are be- 
ing killed. Their pitiful faces, emaciated 
bodies and wailing voices tell their suf- 
ferings. 
The babies are fighting Yor their 
lives and crying out for your help. 
Because they have not the minds to 
reason and the tongues to tell, in the 
ordinary way, does not mean that 
they do not know and are not asking. 
An adult. absolutely bereft of reason 
will protect his life and seek assist- 
ance to that end in his own way. 
And so do the babies.

ROOSEVELT EXPLAINS ABOUT 
- DEFEAT OF PRIMARY GILL 


He Holds That Respensibility Is 
Individual and Not Alto- 


gether Party. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


‘NEW YORK, July 7.—In an article in 
the Outlook this week, Theodore Roose- 
velt tells of tne defeat of the direct 
primaries bill which he had openly ad- 
vocated and says: 

“The Republican party was in the ma- 
jority in both houses of the Legislature 
which refused to carry out the Republi- 
can Governor’s recommendations; and 
although it was only a minority of the 
Republican miembers which brought 
about this refusal, the party cannot es- 
cape a measure of responsibility for the 
failure; but it is only just to remember 
that a clear majority of the Republican 
members of each house supported the 
bill, whereas three-fourths or over of 
the Democrats opposed it. This is one 
of the cases where it is easier to ap- 
portion individual than party responsi- 

. bility. 

“Those who believe that by their ac- 
tion they have definitely checked the 
movement for direct popular primaries 
are, in my judgment, mistaken. In its 
@asence this is a movement to make the 
Government more democratic, more re- 
sponsive to the needs and the wishes of 
the people as a whole. 

“The question whether in a self-gov- 
erning republic we shall have self-gov- 
erning parties is larger-than the par- 
tieular bill. We hold that the right of 
popular self-government is incomplete 
unless it includes the right of the voters 
net merely to choose between candidates 
when they have been nominated, but 
also the right to determine who these 
vandidates shall be.”

WASHINGTON, July 7%.—M. Sergius 
Witte, senior peace commissioner at 
Portsmouth, has been designated by 


Russia to draw the articles of a treaty 
which Russia wishes to arrange with 
this country. 

The official announcement will bé sent 
veut from St. Petersburg as soon as 
word is received from the Russian Em- 
passy that this Government will receive 
“M Witte in his official capacity.

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THE FRIAR LANDS CASE. 
President Taft’s administration will encounter 
no severer trial than will come from a thorough 
sifting of the deals in the friar lands in the 
Philippines. In his story in the Post-Dispatch 


Congressman Martin of Colorado makes out a 


clear prima facie case of violation of the spirit 
of the law and the intentions of Congress as 
defined in the. fundamental statute enacted in 
1902. 

Congress intended that Philippine public lands 
should not be exploited for the benefit and profit 
of ruthless corporations. 

The friar lands have been exploited. 

Congress intended the public lands of the 
archipelago should be preserved for and ac- 
quired by the natives in small tracts or farms. 

The law has been so perverted in the appli- 
cation that the natives have been able to ac- 
quire no homesteads or so few as to be negligible 
in quantity. 

The alleged parties to the willful misinterpre- 
tation of the law are Attorney-General Wicker- 
sham, Secretary of War Dickinson and high 


-Government officials in the Philippines. 


Basing the decision which made the land grab- 
bing by the Sugar Trust possible on a flimsy 
technicality, Wickersuam’s ruling—when publicly 
known—called forth from President Taft a 
recommendation that a corrective statute be en- 
acted to prevent a repetition of the land grab- 
bing. This is at least a confession of the Presi- 
dent’s conviction of the righteousness of the law 
of 1902. 

The Republican majority has become adept at 
perfunctory investigations. They have reduced 
the gentle art of whitewashing to its last refine- 
ment. But will they have the boldness to investi- 
gate this matter to an innocent conclusion and 
so reveal the link which connects the Sugar 
Trust to the Republican leaders?

SENATORSHIP CONDITIONS. 

James H. Whitecotton of Monroe County, form- 
er Speaker of the House of Representatives, is 
thinking of entering the race for the United 
States Senatorship. One of the reasons for his 
candidacy, attributed to Mr. Whitecotton’s 
friends, is that there should be a candidate from 
It is a light reason. It is imma- 
terial whether the next United States Senator is 
from the country or the city, so he be the right 
kind of a man. There is more meat in Mr. White- 
cotton’s statement that “the people seem to want 
a man for senator who has no entangling alliances 
with corporations or privilege-seeking wealth.” 

The second qualification is essential. Alliance 
or connection with corporations enjoying or 
seeking privileges, or affected by congressional 
legislation should be a bar to the Senate. Interest 
in public service corporations or trusts to which 
the control of legislation or governmental] action 
is desirable should defeat a candidate. Missouri 
does not want a legislative agent or representa- 
tive of special] interests in the Senate. 

But to the condition suggested by Mr. White- 
cotton may be added two others. The senatorship 
is not open to purchasers. No man should be 
permitted to obtain an election to the United 
States Senate by the use of money. It is not 
necessary that a candidate bribe members of the 
legislature or buy votes in order to fall under the 
prohibition. Large money contributions to party 
organizations and generous expenditures for 
campaign purposes ‘should send a candidate into 
retirement. No matter what his reputation, 
capacity or standing, no man should be elected 
to the United States Senate by the use of 
money. 

Another condition is that no man should be 
elected unless his nomination is based upon a 
fair vote and an honest count in the senatorial 
primary. The results of the primary must be 
the honest expression of the voters’ will. Evidence 
of fraud should not only lead to a legislative in- 
vestigation of the vote, but to the defeat of the 
candidate in whose behalf fraud was committed. 
A fraudulent primary vote is worse than none. 

These, then, are the prohibitive conditions for 
Missouri Senatorial candidates: 

Alliance or connection with plutocracy and 
privilege. 

The use of money to gain the office of 
senator. 

A nomination in the senatorial primary ob- 
tained through fraudulent votes or a dis-

The good drug clerk is scarce and the only 
way you can get a good, honest drug clerk is 
to pay him a decent salary and shorten his 
hours from 44, 16 and 18 hours to 10 hours; 








one day. 

The main reason for most stealing is poor 
pay and long hours. To solve this problem let 
all the drug clerks in St. Louis get together and 
demand shorter hours. Take it before the leg- 
islators and have them pass a law to the effect 
that no man can stand it in a drug store and 
attend to his business correctly if he is con- 
fined too close. A man must have a chance to 
rest his mind and nerves, as it is a dangerous 
proposition to be half asleep while filling pre- 
scriptions and dispensing medicine. Get to- 
gether; we must have shorter hours—10 hours 
every day in a store is plenty. I am talking 
from experience.

.frican mines ranging from 5 to I7 
karats, the average weight thus far 
is one-third of a karat.

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THE FRIAR LANDS CASE. 

President Taft’s administration will encounter 
no severer trial than will come from a thorough 
sifting of the deals in the friar lands in the 
Philippines. In his story in the Post-Dispatch 
Congressman Martin of Colorado makes out a 
clear prima facie case of violation of the spirit 
of the law and the intentions of Congress as 
defined in the fundamental statute enacted in 
1902. . 

Congress intended that Philippine public lands 
should not be exploited for the benefit and profit 
of ruthless corporations. 

The friar lands have been exploited. 

Congress intended the public lands of the 
archipelago should be preserved for and ac- 
quired by the natives in small tracts or farms. 

The law has been so perverted in the appli- 
cation that the natives have been able to ac- 
quire no homesteads or so few as to be negligible 
in quantity. 

The alleged parties to the willful misinterpre- 
tation of the law are Attorney-General Wicker- 
sham, Secretary of War Dickinson and high 
Government officials in the Philippines. 

Basing the decision which made the land grab- 
bing by the Sugar Trust possible on a flimsy 
technicality, Wickersuam’s ruling—when publicly 
known—called forth from President Taft a 
recommendation that a corrective statute be en- 
acted to prevent a repetition of the land grab- 
bing. This is at least a confession of the Presi- 
dent’s conviction of the righteousness of the law 
of 1902. 

The Republican majority has become adept at 
perfunctory investigations. They have reduced 
the gentle art of whitewashing to its last refine- 
ment. But will they have the boldness to investi- 
gate this matter to an. innocent conclusion and 
so reveal the link which connects the Sugar 
Trust to the Republican leaders? Everyone 
knows there is such a link. But will the 
Republicans cleanse themselves by destroying it 
or will they confess guilt by concealing it?

It is not 
necessary that a candidate bribe members of the 
legislature Or_buy votes in order to fall under the 
prohibition, Large money contributions to party 
organizations ‘and generous expenditures for 
campaign purposes ‘should send a candidate into 
retirement. No matter what his reputation, 
capacity or standing, no man should be elected 
to the United States Senate by the use of 
money. 

Another condition is that no man should be 
elected unless his nomination is based upon a 
fair vote and an honest count in the senatorial 
primary. The results of thé primary must be 
the honest expression of the voters’ will. Evidence 
of fraud should not only lead to a legislative in- 
vestigation of the vote, but to the defeat of the 
candidate in whose behalf fraud was committed. 
A fraudulent primary vote is worse than none. 

These, then, are the prohibitive conditions for 
Missouri Senatorial candidates: 

Alliance or connection with plutocracy and 
privilege. 

The use of money to gain the office of 
senator.

“I am not a quitter,” said Secretary Ballinger

But he is in business 
not top live but Simply exist and therefore he 
thinks his clerks ought to do the same. 

The good drug clerk is scarce and the only 
way you can get a good, honest drug clerk its 
to pay him a decent salary and shorten his 
hours from 44, 16 and 18 hours to 10 hours; 
that’s enough for any man to be confined in 
one day. 

The main reason for most stealing is poor 
pay and long hours. To solve this problem let 
all the drug clerks in St. Louis get together and 
demand shorter hours. Take it before the leg- 
islators and have them pass a law to the effect 
that no man can stand it in a drug store and 
attend to his business correctly if he is con- 
fined too close. A man must have a chance: to 
rest his mind and nerves, as it is a dangerous 
proposition to be half asleep while filling pre- 
scriptions and dispensing medicine. Get to- 
gether; we must have shorter hours—10 hours 
every day in a store is plenty. I am talking 
from experience.

John D. Rockefeller, that humble and unobtrusive citizen, who never lets 
his right hand know what he is doing when he gives away $1,000,000 with his 


left, will be 71 years old tomorrow. 


Three years ago, on the occasion of his 68th birthday, I was sent to see him, 
to obtain what the paper called “a birthday sentiment’”—something expressive 
of his attitude toward life and the world In general. I had never seen the old 
boy, but I knew his pictures, and when he came walking across the golf links 
at the Euclid Club, outside of Cleveland, where an amatuer golf tournament was 


in progress, I recognized him and stopped him. Several newspaper photograph- 


ers were waiting for him, and before talking to me he posed for them. 

He removed his hat and stood in several different positions for snapshots, 
His wig was not discernible—that is, nobe@, could tell that he had a wig. What was 
most surprising, he had a paunch—a very well developed “bay window.” One 
would never think it, looking at photographs and cartoons of him, but John D. 
was certainly “all there,” as far as the belt line was concerned. 

After the posing was over he spoke to me and I told him my mission. 

“Yes,” he said, “this is my birthday. I am 68 years old. I have no complaint 


to make’’—

Glenn H. Curtiss started from the water 
resterday afternoon with his big aero: 
plane, and from a non-technical view- 
point nothing finer could have been 
asked, but it was dangerous business 
for the bird-man. | 
Curtiss was compelled to come down 


almost immediately and replace a pro- 
peller that had been worn to a fringe 
at the blade-ends in tearing its way 
through the water and sand. The new 
propellor was put into place quickly, 
Aeronaut Hamilton acting as mechani- 
cian for the Hammondsport man, and 
Curtiss sailed away on a flight of eleven 
and one-half miles, which he covered in 
12 minutes. 

On one lap of his course he reached 
a speed of 75 miles an hour. He not 
cnly went farther out to sea than he 
did before but he rose to a height three 
times as great. 

Flew as a Bird Flics. 

From an elevataion of 600 feet he made 
a dip that brought him within & feet 
of the water. He came down with such 
speed that few among those who 
watched doubted for a moment that he 
was falling. When he swept away 
parallel to the breaking waves he was 
cheered wildly. He was flying as a bird 
flies and the crowd was thrilled with 
the beauty of the maneuvre. 

Curtiss flew the whole length of the 
beach, from the inlet to Ventnor, and 
fully 50,000 people saw him. Beneath 
him rode a fleet of yachts and sail- 
beats and the lifeboats of the scarlet- 
coated beach patrol tried to keep near 
enough to be of service te him in case 
of accident. 

Saves Life of Dog. 

Without knowing it, Curtiss repaid 
this readiness for service on the part 
of the life savers. When he came down 
in a wide spiral for the end of his flight 
and shut off his motor for the glide to 
the sand, a frolicaing dog bounded out 
to meet him. Curtiss saw him barely 
in time to lift himself in a swift, grace- 
ful curve and come down on the other

Democratic Leader Declares 
His Party Will Control 
Next Congress.

NEW YORK, July 7.—Cnamp Clark, 
leader of the Democratic minority in 
the House, and the most conspicuous 


candidate for Speaker, should the next 
House be Democratic, was interviewed 
To 
the questions submitted he dictated the 
following replies: 

“Ig the Republican party really di- 
viding into factional camps on princi- 
ples that will keep them separated?” 

“Yes. The gulf which separates men 
like Dolliver, Cummins, Bristow, La Fol- 
lette, Nelson, Cooper; Murdock and 
Madison from men of the Aldrich-Can- 
non type is as wide as that which sep- 
arated Dives from Lazarus. Uncle Joe 
goes about dealing damnation round the 
land upon all insurgents, which only 
causes the insurgents to sharpen their 
knives the sharper. Taking Dolliver’s 
last speech in the Senate as the real 
sentiment of the insurgents, one must 
inevitably conclude that it is an irre- 
pressible conflict betwixt" the Repub- 
lican factions. The feud between them 
is as bitter as that betwixt old Mon- 
tague and old Capulet, or as that be- 
twixt the Guelfs and Chibellines, or as 
that between the Hatfields and “Mc- 
Coys.” 

Solid for Old Principles. 

“Ts the Democratic party getting to- 
gether on old-time Democratic princi- 
ples, and, if so, is the progressive ele- 
ment controlling the harmonizinz 
forces?” 

“Yes, to both sections of that ques- 
tion. Democrats everywhere.are becom- 
ing enthusiastic once more for old-time 
Democratic principles and those who are 
in favor of keeping the party abreast of 
the times will be in control.” 

“Do you expect a working majority in 
the next House?” 

‘Most assuredly. I do not believe the 
Republicans can raise enough money to 
elect the next House, although they will 
spend a vast amount of it, no doubt. 
We will also increase the number of 
Democratic senators by five or six.’’ 

“If the Democrats in the pending con- 
test for control of the House should 
present a definite, progressive program, 
what would be its chief features?’’ 

“Reduce the tariff to a revenue basis; 
cut down appropriations to the wants 
of the Government economically and ef- 
fectively administered; restore our mer- 
chant marine, not by ship subsidy, but 
by a return to the wise measures by 
which Democrats made i* the glory of 
the seas for a half a century; investi- 
gate the waste, extravagance and cor- 
ruption of the departments in every 
branch of the Government service; force 
a thorough and honest criminal prose- 
cution of the trusts which have done

“Jeffries could not come back, and it 
remains to be seen whether Col Roose- 
velt can.

$24,000,000 IN CORPORATION 
TAX HAS ALREADY BEEN PAID 


About 10 Per Cent Are Delin- 
quent and Are in Danger of 


Property Being Seized. 


WASHINGTON, July 17.—The belief 
was expressed by treasury officials 
today that about 90 per cent of the cor- 
poration tax has been paid. Nearly 
$24,000,000 has been received. 

Internal Revenue Commissioner Cabell 
is not ready to give exact totals. The 
tax will aggregate for the Government 
about $27,000,000, it is estimated. 
Corporations that have not paid up 
have but a short time remaining before 
their property will be seized. They are 
now on the delinquent list, but if they 
pay up by the close of business July 9, 
they will not be subjected to penalty. 
After that collectors will send out no- 
tices of distraint. Corporations that are 
delinquent will then have ten days long- 
er in which to pay, but they will be 
subjected to a 6 per cent penalty and itn- 
terest at the rate of 1 per cent a month, 
At the end of ten days—that is, after 
July 2—the property of the corpora- 
tions which are not paid up will be 
seized,

The United 
States acquired about 60,000,000 acres of 
land from Spain. This it practically 
gave to the people of the Philippines, 
stipulating, however, that no one person 
snould ‘be permitted to acquire more 
than sixteen hectares, about forty acres. 


“Congress also authorized the Philip- 
pine Government to buy the so-called 
friar lands, amounting to about 400,000 
acres, issue bonds to pay for them and 
sell the lands and apply the proceeds 
to the payment of the bonds. 

“Is the Philippine Government limited 
to the sale of 40 acres to any one per- 
son? That is the disputed question. 
The Attorney-General of the Philippines, 
the Attorney-General of the Unfted 
States and other good lawyers hold that 
the limitation applies only to the lands 
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acquired by the United States from 
Spain and not to the friar lands, which 
were purchased by the Philippines with 
their own money. 

“Mr. Martin takes a different view. 
So does Moorefieia Story of Boston. Per- 
sonally, I have expressed no opinion, 


and shall not until the committee re- 
ports.’”’
